The man was dressed much as any 


farmer might be and did not look 
suspicious in any way. It seems that 
the only safe way for the merchants 
to do business with Strangers in this 
respect is to have them furnish the 
same identity as is required at a 
bank, and if all would co-operate in 
doing this there would be little trou- 
ble in Ihe future.

We made a Irip lo the Pacific 


dcean last week, and considering the 
size of the old ditch it was about 
the hardest body of water I ever 
tried to find. If Balboa, or whoever 
it was that discovered the Pacific, 
had as much trouble as we did, he 
has 
my 
heartfell 
sympathy. In 


Clallam county there is no road that 
runs right down to the ocean beach, 
it being necessary lo walk about 
Ihree miles after reaching the end 
of the road. The road quits at Mora, 
which is Ihree miles from Salt Water. 
Mora has doubled in size during the 
past yeari and it is safe to say that 
there are very few places in Wash- 
ington that can show a hundred per 
cent increase. Lasl year it had only 
one house, and this year there are 
two. 
The road ends on the bank of 


a 
river, 
rigljt 
between the 
two 


houses. 


You reach the Pacific at the Indian 


village of La Push, and there are no 
white people in the village. 
The 


young Indians talk English fluently, 
but the older ones seem to talk only 
their own language. We asked one 
of the young fellows in the village 
how the people made a living there 
and lie said lhat the yourig fellows 
worked in Ihe lumber woods mostly 
and that the old people fished. 


We saw a wrinkled old hag weav- 


ing a basket in her doorway and 
stood and watched her for some time. 
She seemed to enjoy our visit very 
much, but did not invite us in. How- 
ever, we 'ioolced into the door, and 
the interior was a marvel of filth 
and disorder, and it smelled fully 
as bad as it looked. 
The Indian 


seems to make less progress in house- 
keeping than any other branch of 
civilization. 
The 'odor of stale fist 


mingled with the smell of filth, and 
it was not an inviting place for a 
white person. 


We a'lso saw several large canoes 


in course of construction. These are 
hewn from atlarge cedar log, and the 
amount of skill that is displayed in 
making them is truly remarkable. 
However, the Indians do not depend 
altogether upon their canoes as a 
means of transportalion, as 
there 


were several large gasoline launches 
anchored in the river near the vil- 
lage, and the young fellow who fer- 
ried us across the river had a flat 


FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 


INSPECTS PAPER PRICES 


J. B. Peat, W. J. Hoover and J. W. 


Burch, of 'the Federal Trade Com- 
mission of Washington, D. C., are in 
the city investigating the cause of 
the increase in the price of print 
paper, which has jumped to aboul 
threefold its original price since the 
war began. 


This raise has become a serious 


national .problem, many newspapers 
in the cities having doubled the price 
of their paper and increased their 
advertising rates considerably. Their 
expenses have tripled for many ot 
the products and they are now able 
.to make less at a double rate than 
they made at the old prices. 
The 


situation has brought on a great deal 
of comment throughout the .press of 
the United States and finally il was 
decided lo conduct an investigation 
to determine the cause of Ihe in- 
crease. These gentlemen are located 
at 
the 
Consolidated Mills, 
and 


through a thorough investigation of 
the books and working conditions 
are gathering data that they will 
carry back to Washington to be 
brought before the commission. An 
investigation of the manufacturing 
conditions for the past two or three 
years is being made, so as to com- 
pare the cost of manufacture at the 
former price and the cost at pres- 
ent. 


The gentlemen report that the in- 


vestigation here is a very pleasant 
one, those in charge ol the local mills 
being very willing to give them the 
desired information. They will later 
go to Neenah and from there to Min- 
neapolis to investigate conditions.

The moun- 
tains in the distance are covered 
with snow and the place is an ideal 
one to spend a few days.

The Rohan Express Robbery 


Stories of the Greatest 
Gases in the Career of 
Thomas Furlong, the Fa- 
mous Railroad Detective, 


Told by Himself

In the month ot October, 1S88, a 


daring train robbery occurred near 
the station of Rohan, Ind,, on what 
•was then a part of the Wabash rail- 
road. 


One of the cars belonging to the 


Pacific Erpress company was at- 
tached to tbe Wabash train, which 
was running botneon Detroit and In- 
dianapolis, It left Detroit in the eve- 
ning and was due to arrive at the 
latter city at about two o'clock the 
following raornlng. When the train 
ctojjped at Rohan it was boarded by 
two men. \>ho entered the front door 
o/ the express car and held up Bert 
Lumas, the express messenger. They 
bluffed a large gag, consisting of two 
handkerchiefs rolled together, into his 
mouth, and, alter tying another hand- 
kerchief around his face and fasten- 
ing his hands behind hie back, they 
lashed him vrith n rope to the safe, 
which they opened with the keys they 
liad taken from him. The safe con- 
tained about (our thousand Sva hun- 
dred dollars besides a quantity of 
jewelry and other valuables. 
The 


two men left the car with their plun- 
der at some point between Rohan and 
Peru, Ind. 


When the train halted at Peru the 


expressman rapped on the car door 
and, receiving no reply, called for as- 
sistance and 
forced an 
entrance 


Laimas was found lying on his back 
unconscious, with tie arms and shoul- 
ders tied to the safe. 
There were 


found indications that a struggle had 
occurred, and there were three or 
Tour bullet boles ic the side and roof 
of the car. the shots having evidently 
been fired from njthm. 
Medical aid 


•nas summoned, ui? the doctor, after 
considerable trouble, tucceedcd in re- 
storing Lumas to consciousness. He 
bore no marks of violence other than 
what he had suffered from the gag, 
but this had nearly cost him his life, 
as it was so large that it had almost 
stopped his breathing 


When he was revh (jd Lumas stated 


that as the train was leaving Rohan 
he was busy writing out his report, 
and 
while thus engaged he was 


pounced upon by two powerful masked 
men. 
They felled him to the floor, 


gagged and bound him, tooK his keys, 
and robbed the safe. Lumas said that 
he became unconscious during the 
course of this latter operation, and 
that he had been surprised so unex- 
pectedly that he was quite unable to 
retain any memory of the men's ap- 
pearance. He added that they had 
taken his pistol, which was lying on 
the table in front of him, and Bred 
several shots at him, none of which, 
however, had hit him. 


At this time 1 was chief special 


agent for the Gould system of rail- 
road's, which included the Wabash. 
On the morning after the hold-up I 
received a telegraphic summary of 
these events, and at once went to Ro- 
han. 
I was unable to obtain any 


further Information there, however, 
since nobody' in ths town or at the 
station had seen the robbers or had 
any knowledge of them. 
It seemed 


probable that the robbers had been 
lying in hiding and had boarded the 
train unobserved, just as it was leav- 
ing the station. 


always lived with his mother until he 
took service with the Pacific Express, 
and he had an excellent reputation. 


So much was told me by Mr. Brazee, 


superintendent for the Pacific com- 
pany of the Wabash division, with 
headquarters at Decatur, 111., whom I 
met at Detroit while making my in- 
\ estjgatjous. 


"Lumas is in good standing with the 


company, and there is no possibility 
of his having been in league with the 
robbers," said Mr. Brazee, when I sug- 
gested that Lumas might have been 
implicated. "Why," he continued, "you 
mutt remember that Lumas was al- 
most dead when he was found in his 
car at Peru. The robbers undoubtedly 
attempted to kill him, and would have 
succeeded, too, had it not been for 
the timely assistance rendered by the 
doctor. Now, if Lumas had been im- 
plicated in the affair in any way, the 
robbers v.ould not have attempted his 
life." 


While still dubious, 1 appreciated 


the stand which Mr. Brazee had taken 
on behalf of one of his subordinates. 
1 knew him personally, and he had a 
reputation for kindness, which was 
well deserved. I next interviewed Mr. 
Fuller, the general superintendent of 
the Pacific Express company, and all 
the other officers who would have been 
likely to know anything about Lumas. 
They all spoke in the highest terms 
of LurnaB, and of his brother also. Un- 
cK r these circumstances, 1 did not deem 
it advisable to repeat my statement 
as to the possibility of Loimas having 
been implicated m the affair, but re- 
quested that Lumas receive instruc- 
tions to report to me whenever 1 
wished to seo the messenger. It was 
also arranged that Lumas should come 
to me whenever he was wanted for 
the purpose of identifying any sus- 
pects. 


I next decided to shadow Lumas in 


Ilia most thorough manner at both 
ends of his route. I placed two of my 
operatives at work for this purpose, 
one at Indianapolis and the other at 
Detroit. The instructions given to the 
operative at Detroit were that he 
bhould pick up Lumas when he left 
his train at that point, and not lose 
sight of him again until he boarded 
his train for Indianapolis. The op- 
erative at Indianapolis was told to 
pick up Lumas when he stepped off 
his train and to keep him in sight un- 
til he left for Detroit. Thus the ex- 
press messenger was kept shadowed 
at both ends of his route and this pro- 
cedure was kept up for four mouths, 
until every act of Lumas was known. 


The operative at Detroit soon no- 


ticed that Lumas was a hard drinker 
He was a habitual frequenter of low 
saloons and other places o£ ill repute 
in that city. On the other hand, the 
man who was engaged in watching 
Lumas at the Indianapolis end report- 
ed that as soon as Lumas arrived 
there he would go to his rooming 
house, retire to bed, and remain there 
until it was time to leave for Detroit 
again 
It was evident that Lumas di- 


vided his spare time into two parts— 
sleep and pleasure, the former part 
being that of Indianapolis and the lat- 
ter of Detroit. He needed sleep and

1 then made my way to Detroit, 


•where I bad an interview with Lamas, 
the express messenger. Lamas was a 
young man about twenty-six years of 
ace, flue in appearance, eome six feet 
taB, uid weighed abont one hundred 
and debty pounds. Be was bora in 
Yenncat. He bad an elder brother 
•vfeo was a passenger conductor on the 
mate Hue ol the Wabash railroad, and 
kid tesn is the service of the com- 


for macy years. This brother 


in the service continuously 


•outs fc£t death, 30 years later. They 
tad a -wlBsswe*! mother, who resided 
in. Yen&oct Bert, tie messenger, bad 


rest after his carousing In Detroit, and 
he seemed to live hie purposeless life 
in a highly practical and purposive 
manner. 


The operative in Indianapolis, obey- 


ing his instructions, succeeded in ob- 
taining a room in the lodging boose 
adjacent to that which Lamas occu- 
pied. The man who was shadowing 
him in Detroit was just as fortunate, 
and in a short time bad managed nol 
only to make the acquaintance of 
Lamas bat to established himself on 
terms of intimacy with him. Ue was 
with Mm almost constantly while 
Lumas xas In Detroit, and in this 


manner became acquainted with most 
of Lumaa' friends in that city. 


There were in Detroit at this time 


two men of the same name—Pat 
O'Neal and Jim O'Neal. Their busi- 
ness affairs were closely related, Pat 
being a private detective and Jim a 
thief, the result being that the two 
men were well acquainted with each 
other. There was, however, no rela- 
tionship between ths two. Pat O'Neal, 
the detective, was a widower, and 
lived with a widowed" slater who kept 
a rooming house, and it waa in this 
house that Lumas and the Detroit op- 
erative both lived. O'Neal, the detec- 
tive, did not know either of them per- 
sonally, but he naturally knew some- 
thing about them. He learned from 
ttis sister that Lumas was employed 
by some express company, and that 
tha operative was connected with 
some advertising concern in the east, 
for this was the impression which the 
man wished to give. 


One night, while my Detroit agent 


and Bert Lumas were seated at a table 
in a Detroit beer garden, they were 
approached by a plainly dressed man 
of medium size, about forty years of 
age, light-complexioned, sandy-haired 
and clean-shaven. He was evidently 
intimately acquainted with Lumas, for 
be sat down at the table without pre- 
liminaries, and they had several drinks 
together, after which they drew their 
chairs together and began to converse 
in an undertone which was evidently 
not meant to reach the eara of the op- 
erative. Nevertheless the latter man- 
aged to hear an important part ot the 
conversation. 


"I tell you everything will be all 


right," the newcomer kept insisting to 
Lumas 


"I haven't been treated 
right," 


Lumas answered, "and that is why I 
have been drinking BO much of late." 


"You're drinking a great deal too 


much," answered the 
sandy-haired 


man. 
"Now you keep quiet and later 


on everything will be all right" 


That was as much of the conversa- 


tion as the operative coold fully catch. 
After separating from Lumas he took 
measures to locate the sandy-haired 
man. 
He found that his name was 


Denny Downer, and that he was a 
saloonkeeper on Griswold street, De- 
troit. 


While- this conversation was taking 


place Jim O'Neal, the thief, was seat- 
ed at a nearby table with some of his 
own friends. He knew Lumas to be 
an express messenger, and knew that 
he lived at the house of Pat O'Neal's 
sister, and, hearing the same part of 
the conversation that the operative 
had overheard, he concluded shrewdly 
that possibly Lumas had been con- 
cerned in the express car robbery. 
When next he met his namesake, Pat 
O Meal, the private detective, he voiced 
these suspicions to him, telling him 
of the conversation that he had over- 
heard between Lumas and Denny 
Downer, the latter of whom the de- 
tective did not know 


I was keeping in close touch with 


my assistants, in spite of a good deal 
of other work, and received a prompt 
report of the conversation, and, on the 
following day a second report from 
the operative, informing ma who the 
sandy-haired man was. On receipt of 
this news, having known Denny Down- 
er as a thief for many years, I at once 
came to the conclusion that he was 
one of the men who had been impli- 
cated in the Rohan robbsry. My ac- 
quaintance with Downer had begun in 
Pennsylvania, and I had been in the 
criminal court in Pittsburgh on a cer- 
tain occasion when Downer was sen- 
tenced to a five-year term for bur- 
glary. I knew the man's criminal rec- 
ord, and the description fitted him as 
perfectly as the name. I thereupon 
decided to go to Indianapolis, taking 
with me all the daily reports which I 
had received during the four months 
from the two operatives—in all, some 
two hundred and forty. I notified Mr. 
Brazee of my intention and requested 
him to accompany me to that point, 
telling him that I expected important 
developments to occur there. A return 
telegram 
waa 
received 
from 
Mr. 


Brazee, stating that the latter woold 
3oin me at Decatur, 111., and go to In- 
dianapolis with me. We met at De- 
catur and proceeded together to our 
point of destination, where we se- 
cured adjoining rooms at the Spencer 
house, just across the street from 
the Union station. 


It was evening when we arrived, 


and the train on which Lumas was 
employed was due to arrive at Indian- 
apolis at two o'clock the next morn- 
ing. 
I Instructed my operative in In- 


dianapolis to be on hand at the Union 
station when Lumas' train arrived, 
and to bring him over to my room 
at the hotel immediately. I had had 
one of my operatives meet Lamas at 
his train, on a number of occasions be- 
fore, and had had him taken to Bee 
various persons for the purpose of 
identifying them as the express car 
robbers, but Lumas bad always failed 
to do so, adhering to his statement 
that it was impossible for him to Iden- 
tify any person owing to the sudden- 
ness with which he had been at- 
tacked. I had never expected Mm to 
identify any one, but as the man had 
been instructed by the express com- 
pany to go with me or any of my as- 
sistants at any time that he was need- 
ed for making an identification, there 
was no likelihood that the operative 
would have any trouble in inducing 
him to come to the hotel. 


I learned from the dispatcher that 


Lamas' train would arrive on time, 
and accordingly, as soon as I had en- 
gaged my room at the hotel, I set 
about making preparations for the re- 
ception of my expected guest. I set 
out a large table in the middle of the 
room, and spread the daily reports of 
my two operatives over the top of It 
in such a manner that they filled it 
completely. 


Mr. Brazee was instructed to re- 


main in the adjoining room, and to 
sit alongside the door, which was left 
partly open, In such a manner that he 
could hear everything that was said j 
without himself being seen. I had told 
him ol my plans, but Mr. Brazee, while 
consenting to accompany me, had de- 
cried the whole matter and stated 
that, in his opinion, nothing of any 
value would result, reiterating his con- 
viction that Lumas was innocent. 


The train arrived on time, and 


Lamas, stepping oat of his car, was 
met by the operator. 


"Mr. Furlong wants to see you at 


the hotel at once," said the latter.

to a room at that hour in the morning. 
However, he went with the operative 
unsuspectingly, for though they had 
occupied adjacent rooms In the lodg- 
ing house for several months the op- 
erative had contnved not to be known 
to Lumas by sight. As Lumas' hours 
ot arrival and departure were very 
regular, there had been no difficulty 
about this. 


I was seated at the table with the 


reports when the two men entered. I 
asked Lumas to be seated and told the 
operative to retire to the hall until 
he was summoned, 


"Lumas," I said, quite quickly, "I 


want to call your attention to these 
reports that are spread out upon this 
table. They are the daily reports of 
my. operatives who have shadowed 
you and those associated with you for 
the past four months 
These reports 


set forth everything that you have 
done in those four months, and any 
one you have associated with. I can 
tell you how many cigars you have 
smoked, how many drinks you have 
taken, whom you have talked with, 
and what you talked about. I find that 
your mother is a fine old lady and 
stands high in the community where 
she residues, in Vermont. I find that 
you have respectable connections and 
that you were well raised. I know all 
about your brother and his high stand- 
ing on the Wabash road, and that your 
character heretofore has been good. 
Also that the officers' of the Pacific 
Express company have had the high- 
est regard for you and believed im- 
plicitly in your integrity. 


"For these reasons," I continued, "1 


have taken it upon myself to give'you 
the opportunity of telling the whole 
truth about this express robbery, but 
I want you to understand distinctly 
that if you do not tell the truth, if 
yon say one word that is not the 
truth, I shall stop you and turn you 
over to the officers of the law. But 
if yon do tell the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, I will do'all 
that I can to secure the extension of 
leniency to you for your part in the 
crime.

At the mention of his mother and 


brother the tears had started into the 
messenger's eyes. Long before I had 
ended my speech Lumas was weeping 
openly. 
Now, raising his head and 


looking m-1 in the eyes, Lumas an- 
swered: 


"Mr. Furlong, I only received ten 


dollars." 


"Lumas, wait a moment until 1 call 


in Mr. Brazee, who is your friend," I 
said. 


Mr Brazee, who had heard every 


word, was still seated behind the dpor, 
thunderstruck. As I entered the room 
I noticed that he appeared almost as 
distressed as the mesenger. I asked 
Mr. Brazee to write down a record of 
the conversation as he remembered it, 
and Mr. Brazee did so. 


When we emerged into the room in 


which the messenger was still seated, 
I said: 


••Lumas, who were the two men jsvho 


robbed your car?"

Xjumas went on to say that he had 


made the acquaintance of Denny 
Downer in, a saloon In Detroit, and 
that Downer evidently knew, at the 
time that he was an express mes- 


senger. The two men formed an inti- 
macy, and soon Lumas got into the 
habit of drinking with his Iriend a 
good deal Downer bad induced Lumas 
to let him know when he would be 
carrying a large sum of money, "a 
big run," aa it was termed. 
Downer 


had then gone on to say that he would 
have a friend with him and would 
board his car at an out of the way 
station and bind him, without injur- 
ing him, and shoot a few bullets 
through the side of the car so as to 
make it appear that he had made a 
fight, and that subsequently 
they 


would divide the spoils and that no- 
body would- ever suspect Lumas on ac- 
count of his good standing with the 
company. Lumas finally was persuad- 
ed to enter into the plot. He learned 
that a safe containing a sum of money 
exceeding four thousand dollars and 
some other valuables was to be 
shipped on his train, and notified 
Downer. Downer and Little Al took 
a train from Detroit and reached Ro- 
han a little ahead of Lumas' train. 
After the robbery, when he had re- 
turned to Detroit, Downer sent Lumas 
a letter containing ten dollars, with 
the promise to send him more later 
on; but Lumas had never received an- 
ottier penny. His conscience had 
troubled him and he had been drink- 
ing heavily in consequence. 
Lumas 


stated, further, that he had become 
convinced that the confederates had 
tried to strangle him with the gag, so 
as to be able to keep all the spoils and 
at the same time to remove a danger- 
ous ally. 


All the officials of the express com- 


pany were amazed at Lamas' confes- 
sion. I turned the man over to my 
operative and took the first train for 
Detroit, where I arrested Denny Down- 
er. Downer at once admitted his con- 
nection with the robbery, and stated 
that "Little Al" was Al Perry of Bos- 
ton, a noted porch climber and thief. 


Downer and Perry were lodged in 


the county jail at Wabash, Ind. In 
due course both were put on trial. 
They pleaded guilty, and each man re- 
ceived a sentence of six years in the 
penitentiary at Michigan City, Ind. 
Their sentences were made compara- 
tively light because they pleaded 
guilty. 


Lumas, who pleaded guilty also, was 


used as a witness before the grand 
jury against Downer and Perry. As 
he was much younger than the two 
men, and Inexperienced hi crime, and 
had, furthermore, been used as a tool 
by them, sentence on him was sus- 
pended. 


After the robbery the express com- 


pany had offered a reward for the ar- 
rest and conviction of each of the 
robbers, and when they had been con- 
victed Pat O'Neal, the private detec- 
tive, filed a claim against the com- 
pany to recover the money. As he bad 
had nothing to do with the arrest or 
the conviction, he naturally failed to 
obtain it.

butter In outside markets. 
Shipments 


out of the province for the year to- 
taled 52 carloads. 


According to bulletin just Issued by 


the Manitoba department of agricul- 
ture, tbe dairy industry had a very 
successful year in 1915. There was an 
Increase of over 1,000,000 Ibs. of cream- 
cry butter produced, as against the 
previous year, about 260,000 Ibs. In- 
crease in dairy butter and over 25,000 
Ibs. increase !n the cheese output. The 
Increase of the total value of milk and 
milk products was over $427,000. The 
production of dairy butter for Mani- 
toba during the year was 4,150,444 Ibs. 
and it brought an average price of 23e 
per lb.; of creamery butter 5,830,007 
Ibs. were produced which commanded 
2fic per lb. on the average; cheese pro- 
duction was 726,725 Ibs. which sold at 
an nver«!?e price of 15c—the total 
value of these three products is given 
as $2,7C0.6rJ3, in addition to which the 
milk produced is valued at ?U25,050 
nnd the cream at $158,827, the average 
price of the milk being reckoned at 
2.1o per lb. and of sweet cream at 32c 
per lb. butter-fat. la connection with 
tbe dniry Industry it Is Interesting to 
note that almost tbe most important 
fodder crop now Is corn, of which the 
1015 production amounted to 190,132 
tons.

with 45.81.J tons; of alfalfa and clover 
there were produced some 3S.OOO tons.

What the War Is Costing. 


The war is now costing in direct

000 ,i day 
l-i,5^0.000 an hour, $76,000 


a minute, and $1,270 a second. 


Tlie c>ml of the second yenr of the 


great war finds the Germans in posses- 
sion of more of Europe than they held 
on August 1, 1015, the first anniversary 
of the sturt of the great conflict. 


This is practically the only respect 


in which tho situation is more favor- 
able to them. Russia, her vast man 
power at hist organized and furnished j 
with implements of destruction in 
plenty, Is battering the Teuton lines 
on the east and has already won back 
•J.oOO square miles. 
Great Britain 


boasts five million men in her army 
and navy. France fights as strongly as 
ever. 
Italy is increasing her forrni- 


dableness. 


Austria appears to be losin.sr heart 


and efficiency. 
Bulgaria refuses to 


send re-enforcements to the west or 
Russian fronts. Turkey shows slight 
offensive power. 


The British navy, following the 


much-disputed naval battle of Jutland, 
still shuts off Germany from use of 
the seas. One German merchant sub- 
marine has reached America, but the 
supplies which can be carried over 
to the besieged nations in U-boats will 
be of little account. 


Germany and Austria both feel the 


pinch of hunger. 
Their armies are 


sufficiently fed, but their industrial 
workers complain of lack of nourish- 
ment. The present harvest is watched 
with anxiety, and if it fails or is only 
of fair size, famine will stalk into the 
situation next spring, or earlier. 
Germany Seeks "Reasonable Peace:" 


The German chancellor three times 


in the reichstag has offered peace to 
the entente. On account of this, for- 
miOabie opposition has arisen to him 
at home, although he is the kaiser's 
"other self." His friends are rallying 
to his defense, and on August 1 of the 
present year begins the curious coun- 
try-wide lecture campaign to prepare 
the minds of the hitherto docile Ger- 
man people for a "reasonable peace." 


Meanwhile, with the sky brightening, 


the entente allies reaffirm their resolu- 
tion, taken in the dark hour's of last 
winter, never to cease their efforts till 
Germany is crushed. The Teutons not 
only must be beaten in war, according 
to f.e allied formula, but must be re- 
pressed economically for many years 
after the signing of a treaty of peace. 
. On August 1, 1915, the Germans and 
Austrians were in the midst of their 
brilliant campaign against Russia. The 
"pincers" were closing in irresistibly. 
That day Lublin, an important city IE 
southern Poland, fell. 


Von Mackensen, with Galicia con- 


quered, was pressing northward, while 
on the north side of the Polish salient 
Von Eindenburg bore with his host 
of field-gray warriors.

Germans would never stop. Whethe 
they did stop of their own accord or 
were finally checked by the Russians 
is not yet clear. 
They settled down 


for the winter on a long line stretch 
ing from the Baltic just west of Riga 
southeast along the Dvina river, and 
then almost due south through Polies 
sie, the I'insk marsh district, to tbj 
Roumanian frontier. 


Reawakening of Russia. 


On September 8 Czar Nicholas took 


command of all his armies in the field 
sending his cousin, the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, to the less Important com 
mand of the Caucasus operations. 


With their "Little Father" at their 


head, the Russians forgot their long 
discouraging retreat. Millions of new 
young soldiers joined them, drawn 
from Russia's great reservoir of hu 
man beings, which produces three and 
a half million men of military age ev 
ery year, 


On September 10 the Russians won a 


success near Tarnopol and Trembowla 
and two days later they drove the Teu 
tons ifack 14 miles in Galicia. In other 
parts of the front the Germans were 
still seizing large slices of territory 
but their enemies were regaining their 
energy. 
On September 20 the Rus- 


sians recaptured Lutsk, but were driv- 
en out in a short time. On October 20 
they recaptured "Czartorysk, but the} 
were not able to prevent the Germans 
storming Illuxt five days later. Czar- 
torysk was lost and again taken by 
the czar January 8. 


Meanwhile the conquest of Serbia, 


the greatest tragedy of the war, ex- 
cepting only the massacre of 800,000 
Armenians, was being enacted. 


Invasion of Serbia. 


The real invasion of Serbia started 


in the first days of October. A great 
diplomatic battle had been fought in 
Sofia, and the allies had lost. On Oc- 
tober 7 Bulgaria in an ultimatum to 
King Peter'of Serbia, peremptorily de- 
manded the immediate cession of the 
Macedonian lands in dispute between 
the two countries and then in the pos- 
session of the Serbs. 


After a general bombardment the 


Teutons crossed the river boundaries 
of Serbia in many places on October S. 
Two days later they occupied Bel- 
grade. On the thirteenth Bulgaria in- 
vaded her neighbor at three points. 


Tlie successes of the Teutons and the 


Bulgarians were almost unbroken. The 
invading forces consisted of a vast 
amount of heavy artillery, with small 
infantry 
supporting 
forces. 
They 


shelled the Serbians out of position 
after position in an avalanche of steel 
to which the Serbians could make no 
reply. 


Small forces of French and English 


landed at Snlonlki, a Greek port to 
which Serbia had certain entry privi- 
leges, and did something to cover the 
retreat of the Serbians by engagin 
the Bulgarians in (he South. 


At the beginning of winter, Novem- 


ber 22, the Serbian soldiers crossed 
their western border and struck the 
trails of the dreary, snow-covered 
mountains of the coast. 
Great num- 


bers perished of cold and hunger on 
the way. On November 29 Germany 
proudly announced that the Serbian 
campaign had ended, having met with 
complete success. 


Two Blows to the British. 


The winter also saw the humilia- 


tion of the British in Mesopotamia. 
The 
Indian 
government 
recklessly 


pushed a small, poorly supplied expe- 
dition up the Tigris valley and actu- 
ally penetrated to within seven miles 
of Bagdad. Here the Turks, with Ger- 
man officers directing them, adminis- 
tered a defeat* and the invaders fell 
back with the enemy harassing them 
to the town of Kut-el-Amara, where 
they were besieged December 10. 


Another expedition, also insufficient, 


was sent to relieve the first. It was 
beaten off with large losses a few 
miles below Kut, a flood of the river 
and swamps assisting the Turks, and 
on April 30 the 12,000 defenders of 
Kut capitulated by order of the Brit- 
ish higher command. 


A further British humiliation was 


the evacuation of Gallipoli peninsula, 
where the British held on doggedly 
month after month, losing perhaps 
200,000 men, until they were finally 
withdrawn in confession of failure the 
first week of January. 
I 


These two British fiascos were what 


was needed to arouse the sluggish 
fighting blood of John Bull. 
They 


finally brought England into the war 
fully and uncompromisingly, to the 
same extent as the other great pow- 
ers. 


On August 10 Great Britain started 


her national register, or census of all 
men of fighting age. Tbe result showed 
a vast reserve of man power. Certain 
sections 
demanded immediate con- 


scription, but they were not success- 
ful. 
Instead the earl of Derby was 


commissioned to start a vast recruit- 
ing campaign. This produced a num- 
ber of classes of "attested men," who 
bound themselves to come into the 
ranks with their age groups. 
But 


there were still hundreds of thousands 
unreached, and the public began to 
see that it was discriminating in favor 
of the "slackers" and the cowards. 


On 
December 
21 David 
Lloyd- 


George, the minister of munitions and 
greatest man the war has produced in 
Great Britain, declared the country 
faced defeat unless greater efforts 
were made. A week later he threat- 
ened to resign from the cabinet un- 
less conscription was adopted. 


Conscription was fiercely fought, but

Allies Get Together. 


Their defeats finally taught the al 


lies that their efforts must be co-or 
dinated, like their enemies', if thej 
were to be effective. 
A new war 


council, with all the allies represented 
met in Paris December 7 and a kini 
of international general staff was or 
ganized. It is known that General Jo 
seph Joffre, French 
commander in 


chief since the beginning of the war 
and the hero of the battle of the 
Marne, was tbe presiding genius. Th 
effects of the council were not to be 
seen for several months, but now they 
are being realized in full measure. 


To check a simultaneous allied of 


fensive, which they clearly saw com 
ing, the Teutons decided on two at 
tacks of their own. This follows the 
well-known axiom of German , mill 
tary strategy that the best defense is 
an energetic attack. 


The first of these offensive defen 


slves was the attack on the French 
fortress of Verdun, where the works 
were subjected to a whirlwind of fire 
beginning February 21.—The gains of 
the first week were great, and German 
critics foretold the collapse of 
the 


French. Two of the defending forts 
Vaux and Douaumont, fell, and impor- 
tant positions were taken west of the 
Meuse river as well. 


But Joffre rallied his men in splen- 


did fashion and sold each yard of 
ground at an awful cost in German 
blood. Step by step the crown prince's 
men pushed forward, but today they 
are still more than two miles from the 
ruined fortress town and the resist- 
ance of the French is as strong as 
ever. 


Austrian Drive Checked. 


The second Teutonic offensive was 


organized by the Austrians in the 
Trentino, and they struck in the di- 
rection of Vicenza with the object 
of cutting off the northern end of Italy 
from the main portion. 
On May 20, 


as the result of several days' vio 
lent artillery fire followed by infantry 
rushes, they were able to announce tho 
capture of 24,000 Italians. 


General 
Count 
Cadorna hurried 


about a hundred thousand men in mo- 
tor cars to the scene, while many more 
arrived on foot or trains. 
Just when 


it seemed the Austrians must reach 
the lowlands the counter-attacks were 
delivered. 


On June SO Rome announced a splen- 


did victory. In bloody fighting the 
Austrians, 
perhaps 
weakened 
by 


drafts to bolster up their Russian 
front, wore driven from peak to peak 
almost to where their lines had stood 
throughout the winter. 


In March the Russians delivered 


vast but futile attacks on the Ger- 
man front at many points, probably to 
distract attention frpm Verdun. The 
Germans seemed to have been lulled 
into security by these efforts, which 
they probably considered the best the 
czar could do. 
But the tens of thou- 


sands of Muscovite bodies lining the 
Germans' barbed wire were but a pat- 
ter of rain compared with the storm 
that was brewing behind the Russian 
lines. 


At the beginning of June this storm 


broke with full force and, following 
the principle of attacking the weakest 
point, tho Austrians holding the line 
from the mnrsh district southward 
were forced to bear the brunt of it. 


Russia's Big Push. 


Millions 
of shells, 
manufactured 


largely 
in 
British, 
Japanese 
and 


American factories, blasted away wire, 
trenches, 
dugouts and 
observation 


points. 
Then the hordes of Sibe- 


rians, 
Cossacks and others 
swept 


over the field. The Austrians could 
not withstand the impact and they 
;ave way steadily. 
June 6, General BrusilofE announced 


the capture of 13,000 Austrians; June 
3, the number for the three succeed- 
.ng days alone was 43,000, aud the 
numbers kept mounting until on July 
20 General Shoovaieff, Russian min- 
ister of war, estimated the number of 
Austro-Hungarian prisoners at 270,- 
000. 
The killed and wounded are un- 


told, but the number must be large 
enough to bring the total loss well 
over half a million. 


German support was rushed to the 


Austrians, but the foe captured Lutsk 
ind Dubno, and reached the Stokhod 
and Lipa rivers in Volhynia; overran 
ill Bukowina to the Carpathians and 
sent patrols of Cossacks into Hungary 
:o ravage the country. 


That the czar is anticipating further 
rea<t gains of territory is seen from 
Russia's 
action 
in 
mobilizing 
the 


males of the island of Saghalien, Tur- 
iestan, arid one other district to build 
'oads, dig trenches and do other work 
of organizing the ground won. 


Allies' Drive in Somme Region. 
Almost a month to a day following 


the beginning of the great Russian of- 
'ensive French and British opened 
heir drive in the vicinity of the 
Somme river. They have gained grad- 
ually-but steadily, and the official re- 
jorts. assert the losses of the attack- 
ers are comparatively small. 


It is also the claim of the allies that 


he Franco-British 
offensive can be 


icpt up at its present rate indefinite- 
y, and will not have to be slackened 
'or lack of shells, guns or men. The 
'ate of progress is much greater than 
he Germans' at Verdun, but the coun- 
ry traversed is loss difficult. On the 
'ther hand, the Verdun assailants 
iave the advantage of attacking from 
the outside of a curve, while the 


rench and British npw attack from 
nside the salient they have made in 
he line. Meanwhile the Verdun offen- 
ive of the Germans continues.

The army of 
East Africa still resists the converg- 
ing columns of Belgians, French und 
British but, shut off from re-enforce- 
ments, its doom would seem to be 
sealed. 


On April 25 Sir Roger Casement, 


Irish knight, tried to land from a Ger- 
man warship on the coast of Ire- 
land, but was captured. The next day 
a revolt in Dublin and other Irish cities 
broke out and the center of the Irish 
capital was burned. The revolt was 
easily quelled, the British announcing 
resistance had ceased on May 1. 


More successful was the revolt of 


the Arabs, led by the grand shereff, 
against their Turkish overlords. Mec- 
ca, Medina and others towns have been 
captured and are held still, probably 
with British assistance. 


Doings In the Air. 


Recent months have seen a cessa- 


tion of Zeppelin raids orl undefended 
British and French towns. The cause 
of this is somewhat of a mystery, as 
the Germans have claimed important 
military results from their attacks. 


On September 7-8 there were two 


raids on London, thirty persons being 
killed and a proportionate number 
wounded. 
Fifty-five were killed by 


Zeppelins in a raid on London October 
13. 


On January 20 the German dirigibles 


bombarded Paris, killing 23 and on 
February 1 Liverpool and other Eng- 
lish centers were visited and 59 slain. 


On April 2 a Zeppelin killed 28 m 


England and .was destroyed on the 
British coast us it returned. On March 
C 18 were killed. 


On April 6 it was announced that 


the fifth Zeppelin raid in six days on 
the British coast hud been made. The 
Germans declared that war munition 
factories nnd supply depots had beeii 
destroyed. 


Since then England apparently has 


been immune from the Zeppelins. This 
may be due to the large number of 
dirigibles lost, or to the outcry against 
(lie inhumanity of the practices of Hie 
Germans which was raised in neutral 
countries. 


One other important moral defeat 


M'as sustained by the Germans when 
they hurried Edith Cavell, n British 
nurse, to execution, as announced by 
Brand Whitlock, American minister of 
Belgium, on October 22. 


The greatest naval engagement of 


history in number of men engaged 
and number slain was fought June 3 
near tho Skaggcrrak, in the North sea. 
The result was inconclusive, each side 
claiming a great victory and the re- 
ports varying widely in estimates of 
losses on the two sides. 


If the Germans, ns they assert, seri- 


ously crippled the British grand fleet, 
we will probably soon see them come 
out of Kiel again, to finish their task. 
it present, however, the British block 
ade is broken only by the merclwnl 
submarine Deulschland, which reached 
Baltimore July 9. 


Kaiser Yields to America. 


The year has also been the culmi- 


nation of the submarine dispute be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
which terminated in the kaiser's capit- 
ulating and promising to warn mer- 
chantmen before attacking. 


A U-boat sank the liner Arabic Au 


gust 20, two Americans being among 
the slain. Two more of our national? 
died when the Hesperian was torpe- 
doed September G. On November 10 
several Americans died In (he torpe- 
doing, of the Italian li.ier Anconn. It 
is thought two Americans wore lost in 
the sinking of the Persia in the Medi 
terranean January 2. The crisis was 
precipitated March 20, when the Brit- 
sh channel ferry steamer Sussex M-as 
torpedoed without warning. Two hun- 
dred 
and thirty-five persons were 


killed and several Americans were in- 
jured. 


This flagrant violation of the rules 


of war caused President' Wilson to 
press Germany for sweeping assur- 
luces, which were given in a note May 
G on condition that the United States 
force Great Britain to conduct her 
blockade legally. 
Mr. Wilson 
an- 


swered he would accept tbe promise, 
jut without the proviso. 


The many times heralded Turco-Ger- 


man invasion of Egypt has not yet ma- 
terialized and probably never will. On 
the other hand, the Russian grand 
duke has added to his laurels by cap- 
turing the important inland city of 
Erzerum February 17, Bitiis March 4 
ind the seaport of Trebizond April 
19.

jut recently the czar's men have ad- 
vanced rapidly in the northern part of 
Asia Minor and the resistance of the 
Turks seems to have been broken.

The German chancellor three times

On account of this, for- 
midable opposition has arisen to him 
at home, although he is the kaiser's 
"other self." His friends are rallying 
to his defense, and on August 1 of the 
present year begins the curious coun- 
try-wide lecture campaign to prepare 
the minds of the hitherto docile Ger- 
man people for a "reasonable peace." 


Meanwhile, with the sky brightening, 


the entente allies reaffirm their resolu- 
tion, taken in the dark hours of last 
winter, never to cease their efforts till 
Germany is crushed. The Teutons not 
only must be beaten in war, according 
to Tie allied formula, but must be re- 
pressed economically for many years 
after tho signing of a treaty of peace. 


On August 1, 1915, the Germans and 


Austrians were in the midst of their 
brilliant campaign against Russia. The 
"pincers" were closing in irresistibly. 
That day Lublin, fin Important city in 
southern Poland, fell. 


Von Mackensen, with Gallcia con- 


quered, was pressing northward, while 
on the north side of the Polish salient 
Von Hindenburg bore with his host 
of fleld-gray warriors.

Germans would never stop. Whethe 
they did stop of their own accord or 
were finally checked by the Russians 
is not yet clear. They settled down 
for the winter on a long line stretch 
Ing from the Baltic just west of Riga 
southeast along the Dvlna river, and 
then almost due south through Polies 
sie, the I'insk marsh district, to th 
Roumanian frontier. 


Reawakening of Russia. 


On September 8 Czar Nicholas took 


command of all his armies in the field 
sending his cousin, the Grand Duk< 
Nicholas, to the less important com 
mand of the Caucasus operations. 


With their "Little Father" at their 


head, the Russians forgot their long 
discouraging retreat. Millions of new 
young soldiers joined them, 
drawn 


from Russia's great reservoir of hu 
man beings, which produces three and 
a half million men of military age ev 
| cry year. 


On September 10 the Russians won a 


success near Tarnopol and Trembowla 
and two days later they drove the Teu 
tons b'ack 14 miles in Galida. In other 
parts of the front the Germans were 
.still seizing large slices of territory 
but their enemies were regaining their 
energy. 
On September 20 the Rus- 


sians recaptured Lutsk, but were driv- 
en out in a short time. On October 2( 
they .recaptured "Czartorysk, but they 
were not able to prevent the German, 
storming Illuxt live days later. Czar- 
torysk was lost and again taken bj 
the czar January 8. 


Meanwhile the conquest of Serbia 


the greatest tragedy of the war, ex- 
cepting only the massacre of 800,000 
Armenians, was being enacted. 


Invasion of Serbia. 


The real invasion of Serbia started 


in the first days of October. 
A great 


diplomatic battle had been fought in 
Sofia, and the allies had lost. On Oc- 
tober T Bulgaria in an ultimatum to 
King Peter" of Serbia, peremptorily de- 
manded tho immediate cession of the 
Macedonian lands in dispute between 
the two countries and then in the pos- 
session of the Serbs. 


After a general bombardment the 


Teutons crossed the river boundaries 
of Serbia in many places on October S. 
Two days later they occupied Bel- 
grade. On the thirteenth Bulgaria in- 
vaded her neighbor at throe points. 


The successes of the Teutons and the 


Bulgarians were almost unbroken. The 
invading forces consisted of a vast 
amount of heavy artillery, with small 
infantry 
supporting 
forces. 
They 


shelled the Serbians out of position 
after position in an avalanche of steel 
to which the Serbians could make no 
reply. 


Small forces of French and English 


landed at Saloniki, a Greek port to 
which Serbia had certain entry privi- 
leges, and did something to cover the 
retreat of the Serbians by engagin 
the Bulgarians in (he South. 


At the beginning of winter, Novem- 


ber 22, the Serbian soldiers crossed 
their western border and struck the 
trails of the 
dreary, 
snow-covered 


mountains of the coast. 
Great num- 


bers perished of cold and hunger on 
the way. 
On November 29 Germany 


proudly announced that the Serbian 
campaign had ended, having met with 
complete success. 


Two Blows to the British. 


The winter also saw the humilia- 


tion of the British in Mesopotamia. 
The 
Indian 
government recklessly 


pushed a small, poorly supplied expe- 
dition up the Tigris valley and actu- 
ally penetrated to within seven miles 
of Bagdad. Here the Turks, with Ger- 
man oflicers directing them, adminis- 
tered a defeat*and the invaders fell 
back with the enemy harassing them 
to the town of Kut-el-Ainara, where 
they were besieged December 10. 


Another expedition, also insufficient, 


was sent to relieve the first. It was 
beaten off with large losses a few 
miles below Kut, a flood of the river 
and swamps assisting the Turks, and 
on April 30 the 12,000 defenders of 
Kut capitulated by order of the Brit- 
ish higher command. 


A further British humiliation was 


the evacuation of Gallipoli peninsula, 
where the British hold on doggedly 
month after 
month, losing perhaps 


200,000 men, until they were finally 
withdrawn in confession of failure the 
first week of January. 


These two British fiascos were what 


was needed to arouse the sluggish 
fighting blood of John Bull. 
They 


finally brought England into the war 
fully and uncompromisingly, to the 
same extent as the other great pow- 
ers. 


On August 10 Great Britain started 


her national register, or census of all 
men of fighting age. The result showed 
a vast reserve of man power. Certain 
sections demanded immediate con- 
scription, but they were not success- 
ful. 
Instead'the earl of Derby was 


commissioned to start a vast recruit- 
ing campaign. This produced a num- 
ber of classes of "attested men," who 
bound themselves to come into the 
ranks with their age groups. 
But 


there were still hundreds of thousands 
unrenched, and the public began to 
see that it was discriminating in favor 
of the "slackers" and the cowards. 


On 
December 
21 David 
Lloyd- 


George, the minister of munitions and 
greatest man the war has produced in 
Great Britain, declared the country 
faced defeat unless greater efforts 
were made.' A week later he threat- 
ened to resign from the cabinet un- 
less'conscription was adopted. 


Conscription was fiercely fought, but 


on January G n bill introducing it 
passed its first reading In the licuse 
of commons by a large majority. The 
hi:: was finally signed by King George 
May 26. 


Allies Get Together. 


Their defeats finally taught the al- 


lies that their efforts must be co-or 
dinated, like their enemies', if the: 
were to be effective. 
A new wai 


council, with all the allies represented 
met in Paris December 7 and a kind 
of international general staff was or 
ganized. 
It is known that General Jo- 


seph 
Joffre, French commander in 


chief since the beginning of the war 
and the hero of the battle of the 
Marne, was the presiding genius. Th 
effects of the council were not to be 
seen for several months, but DOW Uiej 
are being realized in full measure. 


To check a simultaneous allied of 


fensive, which they clearly saw com 
ing, 
the Teutons decided on two at 


tacks of their own. This follows th< 
well-known axiom of German , mill 
tary strategy that the best defense ii 
an energetic attack. 


The first of these offensive defen 


sives was the attack on the French 
fortress of Verdun, where the work 
were subjected to a whirlwind of fir 
beginning February 21.—The gains of 
the first week were great, and Germa:" 
critics foretold the collapse of th 
French. Two of the defending forts 
Vaux and Douaumont, fell, and impor- 
tant positions were taken west of thi 
Meuse river as well. 


But Joffre rallied his men in splen- 


did fashion and sold each yard of 
ground at an awful cost In German 
blood. Step by step the crown prince' 
men pushed forward, but today they 
are still more than two miles from the 
ruined fortress town and the resist- 
ance of the French is as strong a. 
ever. 


Austrian Drive Checked. 


The second Teutonic offensive wa: 


organized by the Austrinns in the 
Trentino, and they struck in the di 
rection of Vicenza with the object 
of cutting off the northern end of Italy 
from the main portion. 
On May 20 


as the result of several days' vio 
lent artillery fire followed by infantry 
rushes, they were able to announce the 
capture of 24,000 Italians. 


General 
Count 
Cadorna 
hurried 


about a hundred thousand men in mo- 
tor cars to the scene, while many more 
arrived on foot or trains. 
Just when 


it seemed the Austrians must reach 
the lowlands the counter-attacks were 
delivered. 


On June 30 Rome announced a splen- 


did victory. 
In bloody fighting the 


Austrians, 
perhaps 
weakened 
by 


drafts to bolster up their Russian 
front, were driven from peak to peak 
almost to where their lines had stood 
throughout the winter. 


In March tho Russians delivered 


vast but futile attacks on the Ger- 
man front at many points, probably to 
distract attention frpm Verdun. The 
Germans seemed to have been lulled 
into security by these efforts, which 
they probably considered the best the 
czar could do. 
But the tens of thou- 


sands of Muscovite bodies lining the 
Germans' barbed wire were but a pat- 
ter of rain compared with the storm 
that was brewing behind the Russian 
lines. 


At the beginning of June this storm 


broke with full force and, following 
the principle of attacking the weakest 
point, the Austrinns holding the line 
from tho marsh 
district southward 


were forced to bear the brunt of it. 


Russia's Big Push. 


Millions 
of 
shells, 
manufactured 


largely 
in 
British, 
Japanese 
and 


American factories, blasted away wire, 
trenches, 
dugouts 
and 
observation 


points. 
Then the hordes of Sibe- 


rians, 
Cossacks 
and 
others 
swept 


over the field. The Austrians could 
not withstand the impact and they 
jave way steadily. 


June 6, General Brusiloff announced 


:he capture of 13,000 Austrians; June 
3, the number for the three succeed- 
ing days alone was 43.000, and the 
numbers kept mounting until on July 
20 General Shoovaieff, Russian min- 
.ster of war, estimated the number of 
Austro-Hungarian 
prisoners at 270.- 


300. 
The killed and wounded are un- 


:old, but the number must be large 
enough to bring the total loss well 
over half a million. 


German support was rushed to the 


Austrians, but the foe captured Lutsk 
and Dubno, and reached the Stokhod 
tnd Lipa rivers in Volhynia ; overran 
•til Bukowina to the Carpathians and 
sent patrols of Cossacks into Hungary 
;o ravage the country.

roads, dig trenches and do other work 
of organizing the ground won. 


Allies' Drive in Somme Region. 


Almost a month to a day following 


;he beginning of the great Russian of- 
•ensive French and British 
opened 


•heir drive in the vicinity of the 
Sorame river. 
They hnve gained grad- 


ually-but steadily, and the official re- 
jorts assert the losses of the attack- 
;rs are comparatively small. 


It is also the claim of the allies that 


the Franco-British offensive can be 
vept up at its present rate indefinite- 
y, and will not have to be slackened 
;or lack of shells, guns or men. The 
•ate of progress is much greater than 
he Germans' at Verdun, but the coun- 
ry traversed is less difficult. On the 
other hand, the Verdun assailants 
lave the advantage of attacking from 
the outside of a. curve, while the 
'rench and British now attack from 
nside the salient they have made in 
he line. Meanwhile the Arerdun offen- 
sive of the Germans continues. 


Outside of Europe the Germans have 


ost their Cameroon colony on the west 


COHSI or .\rrk-a. the remaining defoml- 
ers l-.avin:: crossed into Spanish ter- 
ritory and been interned. The army «t 
Kast Africa still resists the converg- 
ing columns of Belgians, French ami 
British but, shut oft" from re-enforce- 
ments, its doom would seem to be 
sealed. 


On April 25 Sir Roger Casement, 


Irish knight, tried to land from a Ger- 
man warship on the coast of Ire- 
land, but was captured. Tho next day 
a revolt in Dublin and other Irish cities 
broke out and the center of tho Irish 
capital was burned. 
Tho revolt was 


easily quelled, the British announcing 
resistance had ceased on May 1. 


More successful was the revolt of 


the Arabs, led by the grand shereff, 
against their Turkish overlords. Mec- 
ca, Medina and others towns have been 
captured and are held still, probably 
with British assistance. 


Doings In the Air. 


Recent months have seen a cessa- 


tion of Zeppelin raids ort undefended 
British and French towns. The cause 
of this is somewhat of n mystery, us 
the Germans have claimed important 
military results from their attacks. 


On September 7-8 there wore two 


raids on London, thirty persons being 
kiilod and a proportionate number 
wounded. 
Fifty-live were killed by 


Zeppelins in a raid on London October 
13.On January 20 the Gorman dirigibles 
bombarded Paris, killing 2:3 and on 
February 1 Liverpool and other F.ng- 
lish centers were visited and r.O slain. 


On April 2 a Zeppelin killed 2S in 


England and .was destroyed on the 
British coasr as it returned. On March 
C 13 wore killed. 


On April C it was announced that 


the fifth Zeppelin raid in six days on 
the British coast had been made. The 
Gorman?; declared that war munition 
factories and supply depots had boon 
destroyed. 


yinco then Kngland appnrontly has 


been immune from tho Zeppelins. This 
may bo duo to the large number of 
dirigibles lost, or to tho outcry against 
tho inhumanity of the practices of the j 
Germans which was raised in neutral , 
countries. 


One other important moral defeat 


was sustained by tho Germans when 
they hurried Edith Cavell, a Jiriiivh 
nurse, to execution, as announced by 
Brand Whitloek, American minister uf 
Belgium, on October 22. 


The greatest naval engagement of | 


history in number of men engaged | 
and number slain was fi night June 3 
near the Skaggerralc, in the North sea. 
The result was inconclusive, each s'ulo 
claiming a groat victory and tho re- 
ports varying widely in estimates of 
losses on the two sides. 


If the Germans, ns they assert, seri- 


ously crippled the British grand Hoot, 
we will probably soon see them come 
out of Kiel again, to finish their task. 
At present, however, the British block- 
ade is broken only by the merchant 
submarine Pcnitschland, which reached 
Baltimore July 0. 


Kaiser Yields to America. 


The year has also been the culmi- 


nation of the submarine dispute bo- 
twoen tho United States and Germany, 
which terminated in the kaiser's capit- 
ulating and promising to warn mer- 
chantmen before attacking. 


A U-boat sank the liner Arabic Au- 


gust 20, two Americans being mining 
:he slain. Two more of our nationals 
:liod when the Hesperian was tor;.— 
doed September C. On November 10 
several Americans diod in tho torpe- 
doing, of the Italian li.ier Ancona. 
It 


is thought two Americans were lost in 
tho sinking of the Persia in the Modi 
terrar.oun

cover up faults in cream and milk, 
and it will never be used for this 
purpose 
by 
intelligent 
dairymen. 


Pasteurization is certainly not a fad 
for if it had not filled a long felt 
want its use would have been dis- 
continued long ago. 
Pasteurization does impart to mar- 


ket rnilk and cream a fine flavor, en- 
hances its keeping qualities and js 
always recommended for infant feed- 
ing by physicians wiiere it can be 
had. 
Kven 
if 
pasteurization 
did 


nothing more than ki'il the disease 
producing germs which get into milk 
and cream, it would warrant estab- 
lishing a system for city milk deliv- 
ery.The government is highly in favor 
of 
compulsory 
pasteurization 
and 


many cities have passed ordinances 
to 
this 
effect. 
The 
Danish 


government compells pasteurization 
throughout the entire country, and 
it is only a question of time before 
the United States takes similar steps, 
as it is of great value in the preven- 
tion of disease, and one of the most 
important weapons in fighting the 
white plague. 
Government reports 


show, too, that where the city milk 
supply has been pasteurized the in- 
fant mortality has been decreased by 
over one-half. 
Should the death of 


a person be the direct result of-the 
use of pasteurized milk, this would 
be made known to all the world; hut 
we all know that very little is said 
regarding all the lives that are saved 
by the use of pasteurized milk.

about the pasteurization of milk dur- 
ing the past few weeks, some in favor 
does not harm the milk, and in view 
of the fact that the majority of those 
and some against, it is altogether 
probable that the process at least 
well informed on the subject are in 
favor of pasteurized milk, it is more 
than likely that pasteurization adds 
a little to the safety of the article.

Leon Springs, Tex.—The Wisconsin 


trops are now having a taste of real 
"active service," the two-day march 
from Camp Wilson to Leon Springs 
'having taught them, especially some 
of the recruits, many things about the 
•duties and requirements of soldiers. 


On "get-away" morning the bugle 


sounded at 4 a. m and as the cooks 
had been awakened two hours before 
breakfast was ready. 
The men ob- 


tained their mess kits and, in almost 
pitch darkness, waded through deep 
mud—it had rained the day before— 
to ihe mess kitchens. 
Before 7 a. m. 


the brigade began its march through 
the mud to Leon Springs, the first stop- 
ping place being at Ten-Mile hill, 
where tents were pitched for the night. 
On the second day the brigade broke 
camp about 6 a. m. and the remainder 
of the march was made in record time 
to Leon Springs. 


After the march the men's clothes 


were sweaty, but there were few rom- 
plaints. To "fill out" was considered 
a disgrace and the few who did drop 
behind, or seek the ambulances, were 
exhausted because of illness. Not more 
than ten in the brigade were tuckered 
out and nearly all of these got out of 
ambulances and resumed the march 
before it ended. 


The showing made by Wisconsin is 


praised on every hand. Regular army 
officers are enthusiastic The way tne 
inarch was conducted and the absence 
of confusion and delay shows excellent 
training, officers say. 


Praitce Looks Like Battle. 


While the Second Wisconsin infan- 


try was out on the rifle range making 
an excellent showing the First and 
Third were busy solving war problems. 
It certainly looked as though there 
was a battle in progress when the long, 
uneven line of olive drab figures, rifles 
in hand, moved toward the slope of a 
great grass and brush covered hill. 
While some sections would crouch be- 
hind natural screens of brash and aim 
their rifles toward the slops upon 
which the enemy was supposed to be 
tntrencbed, other sections would leave 
their hiding places and dash forward 
to a more advanced cluster of long 
.grass and brush, aim their rifles and 
pour their "fire" into the foe while the 
section behind advanced. 


Hospital Corps Gets Test. 


The First Field Hospital company of 


Wisconsin, accompanied by two from 
Illinois and one from the ree-ilar army, 
will make a march which will be prob- 
ably the only one of its kind ever made 
In peace times. They will go to Lan- 
das park at New BraunsfeK, handling 
•equipment on the theoiy that 1,000 pa- 
tients are being treated. 


The test, which will be a severe one, 


1s p'anned to familiarize the men-with 
their equipment and give them an idea 
-of what they would have to do in ac- 
tive service. 


The hospital quota will be that as- 


signed in active service to an army di- 
vision of more than 20,000 men, and 
the problems to be worked out will be 
caring for the sick and wounded from 
such a body during times of actual 
fighting, while on the marcli two days 
to the park, one day at the park and 
two days returning. The wounded will 
be treated alter the tents are pitched 
at Landas park. 


Fire 150,000 Shells in Three Days. 
The Wisconsin soldier boys are 


pouring good United States bullets into 
the hills around Leon Springs at the 
rate of 50,000 a day. During the first 
three days that the Badgers were on 
the government shooting range, 150,000 
rounds of ammunition were consumed.

At the Springs, the 


tents have been pitched on a surface 
of rock, which sends up heat waves 
all day and night, too.

DROUTH HITS STATE CROPS 


Department 
of 
Agriculture 
Report 


Tells of Damage Caused by Long 


Spell of Hot Weather. 


Madison — The following extracts 


concerning crop conditions throughout 
the state are taken from the Aug. 1 
report compiled by A. W. Kalbus, stat- 
istician of the Wisconsin department 
of agriculture: 


Corn — Stands thin, on many fields 


owing to poor seed and wet spring. 
Northern and particularly northeastern 
section not affected much by drouth. 
Hot weather has pushed corn along 
fast, promising a good crop if rain is 
not too much delayed. In central and 
southern section corn shriveled by 
drouth. Unless rain comes within a 
few days piospects of corn will be re- 
duced by from 30 to 50 per cent. 


Potatoes—Cold weather in June re- 


duced 
stand and 
checked growth 


throughout the entire state. 
Warm 


weather has helped growth in the 
northeastern section of the state and 
promise of crop good. In northwest- 
ern section crop Injured to quite an 
extent by drouth. 
In central and 


southern sections orop seriously in- 
jured by drouth. Prospects for crop 
much below fair. Ravages by potato 
bugs very serious in all parts of the 
state. 


Oats — Early oats fairly well filled, 


promising a crop above fair. Late oats 
injured by hot weather In filling 
Prospects below fair. In southwestern 
section grain lodged badly latter part 
of June and has not risen since. 


Barley—Filled fairly well in the nor- 


thern portion of state 
Southern sec- 


tion slightly deficient in filling. 


Wheat—A fair crop; affected by rust 


as is also barley, in some portions of 
the state. 


R>e—A fair ciop. 
Tobacco—Not injured by hot weath- 


er as much as other crops, particular- 
ly where well cultivated. Excellent 
growth, particularly during early pait 
of month. Few fields where poorly 
cultivated beginning to show effects of 
drouth. 


Hay—Small percentage of clover, 


but good crop of alfalfa for first cut- 
ting. Hay throughout the state put up 
in better shape than for many years 
Prospects for second ciop of hay and 
alfalfa in central and southern part of 
siate is poor. Unless rain comes there 
will be hardly E.ny third cutting of al- 
falfa in central and southern portions 
of the state. Hay m northern part of 
state excellent m stand and put up in 
fine quality. Higher percentage of clo- 
ver in upper Wisconsin than other por- 
tions of the state. 
New seeding of 


clover injured in central and southern 
section; also in lighter soils in north- 
western section. New seedings of al- 
falfa standing drouth better than clo- 
ver seedings. 


Pastures—In central and southern 


part of state drying up. Farmers feed- 
ing cattle hay and fodder. Same true 
on lighter soils in the northwestern 
section of the state. Pastures better 
in northwest and northeast-central sec- 
tion. Milk flow reduced over central 
and northern sections of the state by 
30 to 50 per cent. 


Fruit—Prospect for apples not very 


good. Cherries Ic Door county from 
30 to 60 per cent of a crop.

Is Serving Twenty Year Sentence for 


Killing

Decision May Be Reached 


Within a Month. 


Madison — Pleading for executive 


clemency on the ground of newly dis- 
covered evidence, satisfied justice and 
serious illness of the petitioner, the 
wife and five children of John F. Dietz, 
famous "defender of Cameron Dam," 
who is serving a term of twenty years 
in the state prison for shooting and 
killing Deputy Sheriff Oscar Harp at 
lie Dietz cabin, Sawyer county, seven 
years ago, appeared before Gov. Phil- 
Ipp and appealed for a pardon for him. 
The governor told Mrs Dietz and her 
children that he would carefully re- 
view and consider all of the facts in 
the case, including the circumstances 
of the shooting of Fred Horrell at Win- 
ter by Dietz and the latter's subse- 
quent resistance of officers who tried 
to arrest him on that charge which 
culminated in the death of Harp, be- 
fore he would ^decide the petition for 
pardon. 
The governor paid that he 


would try to do justice to both Dietz 
and the state. He intimated that he 
would reach a decision on the applica- 
tion within a month or so. 


Dietz was convicted of murder in 


the first degree and sentenced to pris- 
on for life, but Gov McGovern five 
years ago commuted the sentence to a 
term of twenty years. 


DOCTOR SHOT BY TEACHER 


Prominent Superior Physician Is Fatal- 


ly Wounded by Woman—Three 


Bullets Take Effect. 


Superior—His lungs pierced by two 


bullets, Dr. L. G-. Barnsdale, one ot 
Superior's most prominent physicians, 
is at a local hospital, probably fatally 
wounded, and Miss Helen Stewart, a 
teacher, well known in social circles 
of the city, is held by the police in 
connection with the tragedy. 
Miss 


Stewart surrendered herself to the po- 
lice immediately following the shoot- 
Ing. 


The shooting occurred in Dr. Barns- 


dale's office, and is said to have been 
the result of a quarrel. The woman is 
said to have used a .38 caliber revolver 
and to have fired at close range. Three 
bullets were fired, each of them taking 
effect. One of them struck Dr. Barns- 
dale's right shoulder, one his right 
lung and the other his left. 


According to Dr. Barnsdale, who 


gave his version to the police at the 
hospital, Miss Stewart became angered 
when he refused to lend her money as 
he had done several times during the 
summer at her request, and the quarrel 
which led to the shooting followed. 


The woman claims that she shot the 


physician in self-defense. She declares 
that the physician had mistreated her 
and that she used the gun to save her- 
self from further abuse.

requires 34 yards of material 30 inches 
ivide. It is much prettier to choose 
'wo different colors, white and another 
solid color or 17 yards of white and 
the rest divided among two or three 
harmonizing shades. 
It must, how- 


ever, always be remembered that in 
rug designing, like bouquet making or 
quilt patching, certain rules are infal- 
lible. There must be a distinct touch 
of dark, black or very dark blue or 
brown. Yellow and green set off all 
other colors and the prettiest rugs are 
divided equally between white and an- 
other color or group of colors. 


To make a white and blue-striped
